1. This action is responsive to the application filed on October 30, 2000. Claims 1- 
32 are pending. Claims 1-32 are subject to restriction as outlined below. The applicant 
is requested to cancel non-elected claims in response to this office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
